“ The Wisconsin State Board 
of 
Pharmacy held a meeting here today 
for the purpose of examining appli­ 
cants for certificates. There was quite 
a large olasa. The examinations were 
held in the banquet 
room of the 
Pflster. 
President Frank and Secre­ 
tary Heimstreet conducted the exami­ 
nation?. 
The other members of the 
board present at the meeeting were 
Messrs Taylor and Schrank. 
“ There was a time when anyone 
who had the price m ight purehaao a 
stock of druge and atart oat as a 
pharm acist, responsible only to the 
authorities in case he made mistakes 
which proved fatal to some unfortu 
ante. 
This, however, was a long 
time ago, back beyond 1882, in fe c t 
T hat year Borne of the better class of 
druggists in the state decided it was 
high time th at a atop was put to the 
dispensing of poisons by irresponsible 
parties. 
They prepared a bill which, 
in 
the

be­ 
came a law. 
This 
bill 
created a 
board to be known as the state board 
of pharmacy. 
The law was amended 
in 1885 and 1887, taking the shape 
under whioh the board now works. 
“ The board consists of five mem­ 
bers who hold office for five years. 
I he present members of tbe board are 
H. C. Frank, Milwaukee, president; 
E. B. Heimstreet, Janesville, secre­ 
tary; David A. Taylor, Stevens Point; 
A. F. Menges, Madison, and Henry 0. 
Schrank, Milwaukee. 
The members 
receive 15 a nay for each day of actual 
service, all except the secretary, who 
receives $50 per annum in lieu of ex­ 
penses. 
The bosrd ie self supporting, 
all salaries being paid from the exam 
ination fees and registration fees. Be­ 
sides paying all expenses of the board, 
which am ount to about 
91,514 i 
year, the board is abit to turn over i 
balance to the treasurer of the state 
M ea M att B« Exparlancad. 
“ Only registered pharmacists are al­ 
lowed to sell poisons or jeopardize life 
in the compounr i ig of prescriptions 
since the establishm ent of the board. 
All applicants for registration must ap­ 
pear for examination before the board, 
which 
holds meetings 
abont two 
m onths apart. 
The law says they 
n r n meet a t least once every three 
men t i l . B at of late the number of 
applicants has grown so th at th e board 
has to meet frequently. 
Pharmacists 
who have passed the examination in 
other skates are adm itted to registra­ 
tion here without another examination. 
A fter a cand'date is passed he is given 
a certificate ox registration on the pay­ 
ment bf $1. 
This holds good for one 
year, when he has to pay another dol­ 
lar for another certificate. 
In this 
way the board keeps close track of the 
registered pharmacists, and a t the 
Berne time keeps a fall treasury. 
“ Besides exam ining candidates for 
registration, the board is kept busy in 
looking after druggists who violate the 
pharmacy law. 
Since the organiza­ 
tion of the board there has been turn­ 
ed into the state 
treasury i early 
$1,800 in the shape of fines, which 
ventnrsome pill vendors contributed 
very unwillingly a t the dose of a turn 
in the courts. The first year the board 
was in existence it examined only 
twenty-two applicants. Now the num ­ 
ber who yearly tik e the examinations 
number 400 or 500. But of these many 
fall by the wayside, or there would bi 
a decidedly bearish m arket in the m at­ 
ter of pharmacists. 


Board H as Done Much Uood. 
“ There is no question th at the 
boari has done any am ouat of good, 
and saved many lives, which in olden 
times were sacrificed to the ignorance 
of thoughtless and irresponsible per­ 
sons. 
The decrease ia the number o' 
cases where death follows mistakes io 
compounding drugs clo ie shows this. 
Not that the board c \n give a w ritten 
guarantee th at every llcecM^te will be 
free from mistakes, bul thry do say 
th a t he will not make a second one, as 
his power for harm will be promptly 
removed. 
It took the old time drug­ 
gist a long time to discover th a t the 
board m eant business, and th a t 
their 
prescription clems must have the pro- 
p as certificates, and th at none other

States Vice-Commerc«al Agent at 
Gaboon, Africa 
Milton, Wis., Dec. 9—The Rev. Wi ­ 
liam W alker died at his home near 
this village, Tuesday evening, aged 89 
y»?ars. 
He was burn in Orange coun­ 
ty, Vt. 
His parents came to Milton in 
1839 
He worked as a blacksmith for 
about five years. 
He fitted himself 
for college a t Potsdam, N. Y.,eeademy 
and Middlebury college, and in 1835 
entered Amherst collage, graduating 
from th at institution in 1838, when he 
entered Andover Theological se min 
ary, completing his course in 1841. 
He was ordained at Greenhorn,Novena 
ber 1841. and in December of th at 
year, was sent by the direction of the 
Board of Foreign Missions, to Gaboon, 
West Africa. Before leaving his native 
land, Mr. W alker married Miss Pru­ 
dence Richardson, who died in Africa, 
May 2, 1842. 
Translated Many Work*. 
After spending four years in mis­ 
sionary labors on the “ Dark C o n t­ 
inent” he returned 
to 
the 
United 
States and was again married, Oct. 
29. 1S45 to Miss Leri*h L. Shumway, 
of Oxford. 
la 
February, 1816, he 
visited his parents and 
fiiends in 
Rock county but soon afterw ards re­ 
turned to New York, and again sailed 
for Africa. 
Death again visited hie 
home iu th at far country, his wife 
pawing away in April, 
1848. 
He 
continued h it 
labors as missionary 
until 1850, when he returned to his 
native 
land, 
lecturing on foreign 
missions, through many states of the 
Union. 
He translated Genesis, Exo 
due, Psalms, Proverbs, Mathew 
and 
Acts into the Mapongrol language and 
is the author of a Mapoaarol gram mar 
He came to Rock county in 1871 and 
lectured from Portland, Me. to Omaha, 
Neb. 
For about six years he de 
livered public addresses on foreign 
missionary work under the direction 
of a secretary. 


Returned to Africa.

not know women, but is it not equally 
true that women do not know them­ 
selves? Both sexes have theories galore 
about the matter.
